45  injured  survivors. 

One  of  the  injured  passengers 
was  Ross  M.  Buckwalter,  a BYU 
student  from  American  Fork.  He 
is  a graduate  student  in  statistics 
and  had  been  in  Denver  for  a job 
interview.  He  is  in  serious  condi- 
tion from  the  injuries  he  suffered 
in  the  crash. 

The  plane  was  United’s  Flight 
227  originating  in  New  York  with 
stops  in  Cleveland,  Chicago,  Den- 
ver and  Salt  Lake  City  before 
scheduled  termination  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. It  was  the  third  crash  of  a 
727  airliner  since  August  and  the 
second  this  week. 

FIVE  SURVIVORS  wandered  in 
apparent  shock  waiting  for  ambul- 
ances. Some  couldn’t  seem  to  talk. 

“Flames  were  in  the  passenger 
compartment  when  I dove  out,” 
said  Mrs.  Lyndon  R.  Day,  41,  of  Ar- 
lington, Va.  “I  thank  God  I’m 
alive.”  She  stood  near  the  crash 
with  her  hair  burned. 

"WE  WERE  coming  in  for  a 
landing  when  I heard  a loud  thud,” 
she  said.  “I  knew  we  had  made  a 
crash  landing.  There  were  flames 
on  the  outside  of  the  plane  on  both 
sides. 

“Suddenly  the  cockpit  was  a 
mass  of  flames,”  I was  able  to 
wrench  open  an  emergency  door.

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Lyceum  Series  Needs  New  Home 


BYU  Lyceum  series  provides  students 
as  well  as  residents  of  Provo  with  the  fin- 
est cultural  opportunities  in  Utah  Lountj . 

The  artists  who  come  here  are  world- 
renowned.  having  performed  in  the  culture 
capitals  of  the  world.  Last  nights  lyceum 
performer  Marina  Mdivani,  is  a perfect  ex- 
ample of  this  greatness.  The  New  loik 
Herald  Tribune  said  of  her,  She  has  an 
incredibly  brilliant  . . . technique  unmatch- 
ed by  any  woman  pianist  known  to  tins 
reviewer  . . Other  artists  who  have  pel  - 
formed  here  have  had  equal  qualifications ; 
vet  when  they  come  to  BYU  they  are  asked 
to  perform  in  a building  that  is  acoustically 
terrible!  Many  students  have  raised  the 
question,  “Why?”  An  adequate  answer  has 
not  yet  been  given. 

There  are  those  who  say  that  the  Field- 
house  is  the  only  building  on  campus  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  number  who 
wish  to  attend  the  lyceums.  This  doesn  t 
seem  to  be  a valid  reason  when  one  notes 
that  thus  far  this  year  there  haven’t  been 
enough  people  attending  to  fill  even  the 
east  side  of  the  Fieldhouse.  If  the  attend- 
ance at  Miss  Mdivani’s  performance  is  nor- 
mal for  an  average  lyceum,  there  is  no  rea- 
son for  the  lyceums  to  be  held  in  the  Field- 
house;  for  there  were  only  enough  people 
there  to  fill  the  green  seats  and  150  bleach- 
er seats. 


The  »reen  seats  in  the  Fieldhouse  hold 
1100  people.  The  Fine  Arts  Center  concert 
hall  will  hold  1500.  It  is  doubtful  that  many 
more  than  this  number  would  want  to  at- 
tend the  lyceums,  and  if  a sufficient  num- 
ber more  than  that  would  want  to  attend, 
it  would  be  possible  to  provide  for  them  as 
the  need  arises.  It  seems,  therefore,  that 
lyceums  could  better  be  held  in  the  line 
Arts  Center. 

Since  our  lyceum  performers  have  no 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  our 
university  except  through  the  time  that 
they  spend  performing;  and  since  the  im- 
pression they  get  will  remain  with  them 
for  the  remainder  of  their  lives,  it  is  im- 
portant that  they  give  their  concert  m 
a place  that  is  conducive  to  a good  per- 
formance. The  Fieldhouse  does  not  do  this. 
On  the  other  hand  the  Fine  Arts  Center 

Though  scheduling  may  be  a problem,  it 
seems  that  an  event  of  so  great  importance 
as  a world-renowned  pianists  performance 
should  take  precedence  over  campus  events 
which  could  be  scheduled  at  another  time. 

It  is  our  hope  that  lyceum  performers 
will  be  given  a sufficiently  good  impression 
of  BYU  to  want  to  come  back  and  perform 
for  us  again.  This  hardly  seems  possible 
when  they  are  asked  to  display  their  talents 
in  an  atmosphere  that  would  dim  even  the 
greatest  artist’s  abilities.

Disappointed 

Dear  Editor: 

I was  rather  disappointed  with 
the  attitude  expressed  in  one  of 
the  letters  to  the  editor  in  the 
Nov.  11th  issue  of  the  “Universe.” 
The  letter  entitled  “Strained  At- 
mosphere,” by  Michael  A.  Karas 
appeared  a bit  bold  and  unjusti- 
fied. This  may  be  a bit  bold  on 
my  part,  but  I will  try  to  support 
my  stand. 

MR.  KARAS  stated  that  “the 
major  portion  of  our  students  are 
being  stamped  out  of  the  same 
mold.”  and  thus  individualism  is 
lost.  He  inferred  that  individual- 
ism is  scarcely  seen  on  our  cam- 
pus and  too  much  emphasis  is 
put  on  BYU  standards  and  per- 
sonal appearance,  and  not  enough 
on  educational  matters. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  com- 
pare the  BYU  campus  and  stu- 
dent body  with  the  other  univer- 
sities around  and  see  just  how  “in- 
dividual” we  are. 

DURING  THE  homecoming 
weekend,  I was  with  a person 
from  a nearby  university.  In 
showing  her  around  our  campus 
she  couldn’t  help  but  make  com- 
ments in  favor  of  our  standards 
and  attitudes.  When  we  went 
through  the  various  buildings  she 
said  how  impressed  she  was  that 
we  had  scripture  and  inspirational 
quotations  presented  in  our  halls. 
“Such  things  are  not  seen  where 
I go  to  school,”  she  said.  “It’s 
so  good  not  to  see  students  stand- 
ing around’ smoking,”  was  another 
one  of  her  comments. 

SUCH  REMARKS  are  typical 
from  visitors  to  our  campus.  I 
have  heard  several  people  make 
such  comments.  I am  extra  proud 
of  this  university  and  it’s  stand- 
ards when  I hear  remarks  such 
as  these. 
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Mr.  Karas,  how  many  other 
universities  in  the  United  States, 
or  in  the  world  for  that  matter, 
can  be  spoken  of  in  this  way? 
How  many  BYU  students  conform 
with  the  society  of  today?  I am 
of  the  opinion  that  BYU  is  an 
“individual”  university. 

MR.  KARAS'  letter  states,  “The 
Mormon  Church  is  a fine  relig- 
ious institution.”  That  it  is  in- 
deed. But  we  sell  ourselves  short 
if  we  leave  it  at  that.  The  Mor- 
mon Church  is  much  more  than 
“a  fine  religious  institution.” 
There  are  many  fine  religious  in- 
stitutions, but  they  don’t  encom- 
pass the  true  religious  principles. 
Also  according  to  Mr.  Karas’  let- 
ter, “religion  alone  is  not  going 
to  produce  well  rounded  individ- 
uals.” I firmly  disagree. 

What  is  religion  if  it  isn’t  the 
way  of  life?  There  is  a vast  dif- 
ference between  religion  and  re- 
ligious principles.  We  are  taught 
religious  principles,  but  they  nev- 
er really  become  religion  until 
they  are  applied.  No,  Mr.  Karas, 
religion  is  the  ONLY  way  to  pro- 
duce WELL  rounded  individuals 
through  application  of  the  princi- 
ples and  standards  given  us. 

"PERHAPS  IF  people  stop  fool- 
ing themselves  with  brotherly 
love,”  continues  Karas,  “the  in- 
dividual would  be  able  to  exist  in 
peace.”  I ask  you  Mr.  Karas,  can 
peace  ever  result  from  forgetting 
brotherly  love?  No!  Only  when  we 
all  unite  in  brotherly  love  will  we 
ever  have  peace. 

Because  the  majority  of  BYU 
students  live  up  to  LDS  standards 
is  no  reason  to  say  that  we  are 
“being  stamped  out  of  the  same 
mold”  or  “going  along  with  the 
crowd,”  as  Mr.  Karas  states.

The  Boeing  727  jet  which  crash- 
ed while  landing  at  Salt  Lake  City 
Airport  was  the  third  of  its  kind  to 
crash  within  2 1/2  months. 

AN  AMERICAN  Airlines  Boeing 
727  crashed  into  a Kentucky  hill- 
side Monday' night  just  outside  the 
Greater  Cincinnati  Airport,  killing 
58  of  the  62  persons  aboard. 

A United  Air  Lines  Boeing  727 
crashed  into  Lake  Michigan  just 
off  the  shore  of  Lake  Forest,  111., 
Aug.  16  killing  all  30  persons 
aboard. 

THE  SLEEK,  three-jet  airliner, 
designed  for  medium  range  use, 
had  never  crashed  before  the  Aug. 
16  tragedy. 

There  were  some  similarities  in 
the  three  crashes. 

ALL  ORIGINATED  in  New  York 
City. 

All  crashed  near  airports.  The 
first  United  flight  crashed  into 
Lake  Michigan  just  five  minutes 
from  O’Hare  International  Airport 
in  Chicago.  The  American  jet 
crashed  11/2  miles  from  the  Great- 
er Cincinnati  Airport.  Thursday 
night’s  accident  was  on  landing. 


All  crashed  at  night. 

THE  TWO  United  planes  crashed 
during  clear  weather.  The  Ameri- 
can jet  crashed  during  a rainstorm. 

The  cause  of  the  crashes  is  un- 
determined. 

Twenty-two  bodies  have  been  re- 
covered from  250  feet  of  water 
in  Lake  Michigan,  20  miles  off- 
shore, from  the  first  United  crash. 
About  half  of  the  wreckage  also 
has  been  recovered,  but  the  im- 
portant flight  record  , which  could 
supply  information  concerning  the 
crash  ,is  still  missing. 

“They  looked  like  stick-men,” 
said  Daily  Universe  photographer 
Bruce  Bammes,  who  was  at  the 
scene  and  provided  firsthand  pic- 
tures. They’re  bodies  were  nearly 
all  burn  except  for  a section  of 
their  faces.” 

BAMMES  WAS  in  Salt  Lake  to 
do  an  errand  for  his  parents  when 
the  disaster  occured.  He  immedi- 
ately rushed  to  the  airport  and  ob- 
tained eye-witness  pictures  and 
then  sped  them  back  to  Provo. 

These  pictures  were  made  possi-

photographs  for  Friday’s  issue.
